He did all he could to fit himself for! his 
exalted pgsition, leárhing Bulgarian, ‘and 
spending hours every day in reading histories 
of South-Eastern Europe, and books and 
articles on. Bulgaria's. natural “resources, 
chiefly agriculture. He read in half a dozen 
different languages all that he ‘could on the 
Near East question. When he first came to 
the throne he was content to remain very 
much in the background, leaving his Minis- 
ter, Stambouloff, to take the lead. 

All the while the Prince, as he then was 
was fond of taking trips, sometimes to the 
Black Sea coast, planning the development of 
Varna or Bourgas, or mountain climbing on 
the southern frontier, or looking. up the 
abbot and monks of the famous old monastery 
of St: John of Rilo. It was during those 
quiet, constant country expeditions that 
Prince Ferdinand acquired his extraordi- 
narily minute knowledge of Bulgaria and the 
Bulgars. It is no exaggeration to say that he 
knew more about the character and needs of 
the country people, who constitute the bulk 
and backbone of the nation that most of the 
Ministers who served him. 


The King's Marriages. 


He was singularly fortunate in his two. mar- 

riages. His first wife was Princess Marie 
Louise of Parma, who. like him; was partly of 
French extraction. She became the mother of 
his two sons and two daughters, the eldest 
of the family being the reigning monarch, 
King Boris, still a young bachelor. King 
Ferdinand’s second wife was Princess Elea- 
nore, of the little German State of ‘Renos. 
Long before she hecame a queen she had dis- 
tinguished herself as a Red Cross nurse. in 
Manchuria, and for her invaluable services as 
organising Sister with the ambulances and 
hospitals she was decorated on the field of 
active service. In civil life she turned to use 
the experience she had gained. abroad. 

The hospital which she founded and 
directed in Sofia is in every way a model 
institution. It admits patients of every 
nation. In the Balkan War. while her hus- 
band took his part as head of the Army, she 
undertook the charge of the Red Cross .De- 
partment. The only time I ever caught a 
glimpse of her was when she was visiting her 
Rova) neighbours in Rumania. 

The impression one got of the ex-King was 
of an intelligent and handsome man, with 
strongly marked: features, and a mouth

RIDAY is the busiest day of all the 
F week in the littl Post Office, and 
most of the people who pass through 
the door that day are those whose heads are 
bowed by the hand of time, and whose backs 
are bent from the load of many a sore burden 
through the three-score years and ten. But 
age has lost its terrors for them now, as 
“ the day” comes round each week, when the 
money that enables them to live, is paid 
across the counter of the crowded little Post 
Office. Perhaps its greatest blessing lies in 
the unfailing regularity with which it is re- 
ceived; for they know that every Friday it 
will be forthcoming, though at first they 

scarcely dared believe 1t. 

All through their lives they have toiled for 
the mere necessaries of life, and old age but 
meant a time when they could no longer work, 
and therefore must cease to earn. Long years 
ago they had wondered and dreaded, while 
thev strained every nerve to put by a tiny 
fund in order that they might be “ buried 
dacent’’: for this is, and ever has been, the 
thing these Irish. poor hoped for, and where 
at all possible, saved for. a decent burial. 
They could not save one. penny out of their 
meagre livelihood against sickness or old age; 
but, oh! the painful gathering of pence for 
the decent burial of the weary old bodies. 
But now thev have this blessing to look 
forward to, and time is measured accordingly. 
“Tn another two years I'll be gettin’ the 
pinsion,” they say; or “He's an ould man 
row, he's gettin’ the pinsion this good 
shtart,” when discussing the age of a neigh- 
bour. 

I like to stand. in the Post Office 
when ‘the day” comes round and to 
see the old people receive their little windfall, 
knowing the weight of dread anxiety that it 
has removed from their hearts, for, the toil 
and struggle of life ended. old age is made 
liveable by the “ pinsion.’ 

Gnarled, crippled old hands take the money 
and safely stow it away—hands that worked 
from davlight to dark to keep a roof above the 
heads of the childher and a “ bit to ate” in 
their mouths. 

Lines have been cut deep in the old faces by 
want and sorrow and pain in bv-gone days. 
when life was a grim struggle for the very 
richt to live. Bent. tired backs that at last 
grew too weary to straighten themselves after 
the long dav’s work; such are the signs of 
age among the poor. 

And so, should those in authority ever con- 
sider, in the interests of. cconomy,, any re- 
doction of this weekly windfall. I wish, they 
might linger in our little Post Office on the 
day of days and watch the aged and weary 


come and go.

HIS time. last vea Vae jovil the 
Ee privilege of visiting the largest ostrich 
aim in America—one oi the must un 
pressive sights in the watural history world.

the nest—the males at night and the females 
dufing the day—or they are put through the 
incubator process. Next we saw the babies 
first those born the previous day, and SO On 
till the four-day-olds—and quaint, skinny 
fellows they were, too! 

Not till the first four days of his life have 
been lived does the baby ostrich attempt to 
eat, and on the fifth day he beyins to eat 
gravel, all kinds of grains, vegetables, 
oranges, und now and again small 
auv hard matter he can get hold of as a 
help to his digestion. Every possible care is 
taken of these chicks from the time 
they are hatched till they reach ma 
turity—about six months later—euach

stowed on him as a mother would give her 
first-horn—for it is only by making the bird 
a perfect specimen that h's pirvmage will 
attain the highest standard of excellence. 

Having seen and fed with orarges which 
we plucked from the adjacent groves a beauti 
ful flock of about one hundred six-months’ 
old birds, most of whom were over eight feet 
in height and weighed three hundred pounds. 
we were fortunate. enough to see a “‘«lipping “ 
performance—which is not, of course. a daily 
occurrence. This process proved immensely 
interesting. 

First the bird is driven into a corner and 
then a hood is thrown completely over his 
head, thus rendering him docile and more 
manageable. While one expert holds. him 
steady avother clips his plumes. Only the 
wing and tail feather from the 
male bird are taken, as they last longer. 


more effective and durable than. the female s 
feathers, which lose their curl very rapidly: 

The plumes are never piucked. but are 
clipped close to the skin, thus inflicting no 
pain on the bird, and it is interesting to. note 
that the famous society in America which 
combats any measure even ‘bordering on 
cruelty thoroughly approves of the use of 
ostrich plumes. 

Having by this time covered a good deal of 
ground, we retired indoors, where we saw the 
final stages of the treatment of the plumage— 
the cleansing department, filled with skilled 
workers, some of whom have been employed 
there since the establishing of the firm, and 
the dyeing factory, where the myriad hues 
made even an artist's palette seem colourless 

Thoroughly satisfied with our tour, and 
filled with information about this King of 
Birds, we arrived back at Los Angeles, each 
member of the party carrying a plume—e

OW may we tour the gardens of our 
N friends, and take mental note of 
their achievements for our own ends. 
Among no race is rivalry so innate as among 
gardeners, and inspection of another man’s 
garden is a sure stimulus to effort. For we 
set forth so sure of our success—never were 
peas so early, tomatoes so large and luscious, 
never were rosebeds so beautiful, or herba- 
ceous borders so packed with colours, in such 
a perfect setting. Yet in our neighbour's 
garden the peas seem earlier, the greenfiy has 
not wrought such havoc—the grapes once 
thinned, while ours are barely set—we musf 
get to work to-morrow to pot our chrysanthe- 
mums, for his are potted since laet month. 
His borders perchance are not so long, but 
there are colours there which ours lack. We 
must see to it that next year we have those 
deep yellow verbascums. - 

Some have the knack of keeping their 
borders gay from spring to autumn with no 
apparent effort and with no aparent crowd- 
ing. Others achieve a blaze of colour in 
June, a drab appearance in July and Angust, 
and save themselves with Michaelmas daisies 
in September. For anyone can have colour 
in June; in fact, it is hard to prevent. for it 
is the time of the garden’s glory. Only ii it 
consists of grass and laurel bushes, wiih a 
border of marble, does June pass by and leave 
little sign of her magic touch, for still the 
grass will grow green and the laurel bushes 
put forth new leaves to defy the shears. 

It is not too late even yet to remedy gaps 
in our borders, though il is late for setting 
out herbateous plants proper. If we are out 


for colour and not for technical preciseness 
we may fili in odd spaces with the all- 
accommodating antirrhinums and asters, and 
their like. The antirrhinums’ wil! | start 
straight away, given favourable conditions, 
and will be in flower before many anothe: 
plant would have set its roots in order and 
traighterred out. its leaves to the best ad. 
vantage. 

There are colours to fit in anywhere, and 
sizes to suit all positions. The beauty of the 
tall branching single asters is not so well 
known as it deserves; anvone who has grown 
them once grows them always, for they are 
good for beds, good for borders, good for cut- 
ting, and last splendidly in water. and flower 
til] they nre cut down by frost The double 
ostrash plame branching asters are like 
Japanese chrysanthemums, and are to be had 
in a variety of deep purples, mauves, blues, 
reds. and pinks.
